Than in Former Years. 
: 
Breach of Discipline,

Cincinnati, April 24.—While the Ohio 


liver Is reported a» falling from Pitts- 
burg to the mouth of the Big Kanawha, 
almost 300 miles, there is still much 
distress from that point to Cincinnati, 
about 200 miles. The weather bureau 
still predicts that the limit -will be 
reached here today, and that there will 
b* still less trouble below this city. 
While alarming inquiries come from 
Ironton, Portsmouth. Huntington, Cat- 
Icttaburg and intermediate points, the 
•weather bureau says the outlook is 
really encouraging and that the begin- 
nimg of the end will reach Cincinnati 
this afternoon, when the stage will not 
exceed 58 feet. The Big Sandy and 
other lower tributaries are falling, as 
well as the headwaters. The heavy 
snow in the mountains at the head- 
waters of the Kentucky river, followed 
by rains, have not checked the rapid 
flow in the lower Ohio, as was feared. 


Th* most encouraging news yester- 


day came from Point Pleasant, where 
the river became stationary, and later 
reports show that it is falling as far 
down as Marietta and Parkersburg. In 
aome of the smaller places bells were 
rung and cannons fired and jollification 
meetings were held when the station- 
ary stage was reached.

bend. 
Pomeroy, Middleport, Point 


Pleasant and other places in that dis- 
trict have been badly inundated, with 
hundreds of families driven from their 
homes. 
The depots at these places 


were under water and the telegraph of- 
fices moved to higher ground as early 
as last Sunday. 


There Is great alarm at Catlettsburg, 


Ashland, Ironton, Huntington, Ports- 
mouth and other lower points, where 
the crest of the flood is now passing 
•and where false reports have been cir- 
culated about another rise. One of 
these reports was that there bad been 
a cloudburst up the Big Sandy, seri- 
ously affecting Catlettsburg, Ashland 
and other places. It turned out that 
the flood had caused the natural gas 
pipe line supplying these places to 
burst, and they were left without light 
and fuel. The large rolling mills and 
factories at these places were compell- 
«d to shut down. From that point to 
Cincinnati the rise fluctuates from one- 
tenth of an inch In some hours to al- 
most three-tenths In other hours, and 
when it increased last night there was 
renewed alarm at Ironton and Ports- 
mouth and points opposite them. 


The weather bureau here, however, 


reports that there is no change in the 
situation and that the flood continues 
to pass rapidly out of the Ohio valley. 
All these reports about a second rise 
•were due to the fluctuations and to 
•rich, false rumors as were circulated 
below Catlettsburg about a water- 
spout. 


At 6 o'clock last night the stage of 


the Ohio river was 55.1 feet and rising 
at the rate of two-tenths of a foot per 
hour. This is more than five feet above 
the danger line, and within three feet 
of the limit expected during this flood. 
The water in the tenement houses 
along the river front is now over ten 
feet deep from the first floors. These 
tenements are so densely packed that 
there is no room in the upper stories 
for extra lodgers. The people were re- 
moved from the first floors Monday and 
from the second floors yesterday. The 
coal and lumber yards along the river, 
as well as the warehouses and factor- 
ies in the lower part of the city, are 
submerged, but will suffer compara- 
tively little loss. Many barges have 
been sunk and there has been some 
damage to other craft. 


With the Ohio river on the south, 


the Little Miami east of the city and 
the raging Mill creek west, Cincinnati 
Is bounded by water on three sides 
and by hills on the north. From these 
hills a sea of water is in sight.

AKIZQNA'S MONSTER. 


INHABITANT OF THE DESERT WHOSE 


BITE CAUSES QUEER SYMPTOMS. 


A UeatJly Reptile Thut Is a* Tliiek 


Voisr Amu a«d Twrenly Incite* J-ou 
A i:it« frotu Tin* "lerril»!e 31ou»t«r I« 
Almost Al»-i»y* >ure lo 1'rovc Kat^l. 
Professor ilyroa P. Kirk, formerly 


of the Smlihsoaiaa institution, lias 
come In frein a year of scientific ex- 
ploration and collection out across the 
Cccopah desert—in the most desolate, 
forbidding and blasted region in the 
union—where Arizona, California and 
Sonora, Mex., come together at the 
mouth of the muddy Rio 
Colorado, 


writes the Los Aageles correspondent 
of the Chicago Record. He has a mar- 
vellous collection of specimens of rep- 
tilian and insect life on the desert 
wastes, and as soon as they are catal- 
ogued and made ready for museum 
uses he will ship them to Harvard 
university. 


"I have found three new varieties of 


the Gila monster in the Cocopah desert 
region," said Professor Kirk the other 
day, "and I believe I have some scien- 
tific information about the most veno- 
mous reptile in Xorth America. For 20 
years I have been traveling up and 
down the country, across the deserts 
and in the mountains, getting the 
strangest specimens of animal life. 
And among the oddest in all my exper- 
ience is the Gila monster. Now. to 
this day many people think there is no 
such thing as the Gila. monster. And 
yet, throughout the Colorado desert, 
especially along the Gila river, you 
anay encounter thousands. 
On the 


c-optrp—-. rc'f. 
-.'on mav scarcely see 


•one. The Gila monster is almost as 
thick as your arm and IS or 20 inches 
long. It has a head v.'hich is pretty- 
near all mouth and opens clear back | 
to its ears. The head is about as big i 
-as & common teacup, set with little, I 
vicious <.-yc~. and i:ie mtr.uh Is power- 
rully muscled and set with four sharp 
fangs and a lot of grinders. The color 
of the monster is reddish, with brown | 
-spots. It has a blunc tail, as nearly ali 
^poisonous lizards have. 


"I found these monsters living in the 


hot sand. They are not good to fool 
with, and a. man who is in the Gila 
monster business must know what he 
is about. One day last June I pulled 
up from the hot desert to a little ranch 
on the Colorado river. The man vrho 
owned the place had a pet Gila mon- 
ster which he kept in a barrel. 
He 


Btooped down to get him out to show 
him to me and some friends of his who 
were there, and the moKSter shut 
•down on his thumb. He gripped it so 
tight in his awful mouth, which was 
like a vise, that his jaws had to be 
pried open with an iron bar. The man 
lived only a few hours, and died in ter- 
rible spasms. 
Another man bitten 


"while I was down there has ever since 
been paralyzed in the side. 
Hardly 


anybody ever gets over a bite from 
this terrible animal. 


"What physical effects come to a 


-man 
who has escaped death from poi- 


•son by a Gila monster? Why. I have 
-'seen several different results. For in- 
'stance, there was the case of a bar- 
ieeper in Benson some years ago. He 
Had a pet Gila monster that he kept 
in a box on the bar, and sometimes 
•he would let it out and play ^-ith it. 
-He ridiculed stories the cowpunchers 
told about the poison of Gila mon- 
sters. He would put one finger in its 
mouth and drag it up and down the 
bar, and tae thing seemed to enter 
into the fun. and would hold back and 
wiggle its tail and appear as pleased 
as a dog. I told him once that he was 
taking terrible chances, and that some 
day the monster would bite him, just 
3is sure as fate. But he only laughed 
'-at the idea of its biting him—it knew 
him so well—and even if it should he 
didn't believe it would be poisonous.

school district of Center County, on an 
appeal from the decision of Judge Love 
of tfiat county, who held that the veto of 
the Governor was constitutional. The 
school board instituted proceedings to 
recover its portion of the mhney which 
was lost to the Center County schools by 
the veto and applied to Judge Love for 
a mnndainas. The petition was refused 
and the case was immediately carried to 
the Supreme Court. The decision of the 
Supreme Court will cause the abandon- 
ment of other suits of the same kind.

Chester, Mass., April 22.—The Flood 


Hollow dam, in Middlefield, gave way 
about « o'clock last night, letting loose 
the water In the big rsservoir, which 
rushed with terrific force into the west 
branch of the Westfield river, sweeping 
everything before it and submerging 
the greater part of this town. No lives 
were lost, but great damage has been 
done, the extent of which It is impos- 
sible now to estimate. 


The dam was built in 1874. to take 


the place of the one which was destroy- 
ad by the freshet of the year before. It 
was poorly constructed of stone and 
timber and had been a constant menace 
to the town of Chester. 


The dam showed signs of weakening 


early Saturday morning. Orders were 
given to inspect the dam, and the result 
was .that w^rd was sent to th» people 
below that the dam was almost certain 
to go out. The families in the low- 
lands got what things they could to- 
gether and made for places of safety. 
They were none too soon, for the dam 
broke, and with a deafening roar a 
torrent of water was let loose into the 
Flood Hollow, which empties into th« 
Westfield river. The huge timbers ol 
the dam were hurled into the foaming 
current and went in one great, crash 
ing mass on toward Chester. Two 
quarts mill* at Flood Hollow, barns 
and outbuildings were swept along in 
the torrent. At Bancroft, the station 
for Middlefield. the Boston and Albany 
•tone bridge was carried away, to- 
gether with 600 feet of tracks.

I was, ex officio, the guardian of 


every under-aged American 
orphan,

Wherever the electricity passes the 


chemical gas goes. too. doing its work 
of cleansing but leaving behind not a 
single other trace of its presence.

for it passes where it will and kills 
every microbe it meets. 


So remarkable appeared the claims 


of Dr. Crotte that the Patent Office 
refused to grant his application for a 
patent until the most exhaustive in- 
quiries and 
demonstrations. 
How 


thorougngoing these 
have been 
is 


shown by the fact that a patent has 
been granted on "process"— a thing 
which the Patent Office very rarely 
grants. 


Even by this new process the bacilli 


are not killed easily, for it takes a mil- 
lion volts to put them hors du combat. 
while 1500 volts is the power with 
which criminals are electrocuted at 
Sing Sing. 


In using the Crotte method of elec- 


trically destroying germs the liquid 
which" is to be purified is placed iu a 
vessel, preferably a glass vessel. 


Wires are attached to opposite points 


of this' vessel, but it is worthty of no- 
tice that the metal ends— or what 
electricians 
technically 
call "elec- 


trodes"— do not come iu contact with 
the liquid. 


A perfect stream of sparks is poured 


into the liquid when the current i? 
switched on. but there is no change in 
the temperature of the fiuid. the only 
difference caused by the electric fluitt 
beins the total extinction of the germs 
of disease.

I know a hostess who 
uses rock candy for sweetening iu her 
afternoon tea and maraschino cherries 
for flavor, one to each cup. Nobody 
else brews such delicious tea. ber 
friends declare, and they never seem 
to understand why.

which are dipped up by an antique 
sugar spoon.
